LONG’S POLITICAL FUTURE 
The political future of Missouri’s junior United 
States Senator, Edward V. Long, can only be 
described as being very much in doubt 
as a 
result of disclosures this week concerning his 
close legal and financial connections with St. 
Louis attorney Morris Shenker. 
With 
Life 
magazine accusing Bowling Green’s most famous 
citizen of attempting to influence the outcome of 
Jimmy Hoffa’s legal battle to stay out of prison, 
the real political coup de grace has been the 
disclosure that Senator Long has been receiving 
large legal fees from Shenker, a St. Louis 
attorney who seems to specialize in representing 
some of the more unsavory elements in St. 
Louis, East St. Louis and elsewhere. 
As this newspaper noted yesterday, the real 
question that Senator Long needs to answer is 
why he i6 receiving as much as $2,000 per 
month for legal services from the Shenker law 
firm. 
This, too, is the question that voters will be 
asking in 1968, if the Senator decides he will 
seek re-election. 
The reaction to the Long disclosures in Jef­ 
ferson City has been one of surprise and almost 
disbelief that the junior Senator would permit 
himself to get so deeply involved in feathering 
his own financial nest. As one veteran capital 
observer noted, “ I thought Ed Long was smarter 
than that.” 
The unfavorable publicity is bound to have 
an effect on Long's political future, and perhaps 
sooner than he thinks. 
If Senator Williams 
does not succeed in harassing Long, and perhaps 
even demanding an investigation into the Mis­ 
sourian's personal affairs, then there may well 
be ambitious Democrats who will challenge 
the Senator in next year’s primary. 
The Republicans, and specifically Rep. Tom 
Curtis, will also receive great encouragement 
from the disclosures. 
Several Democratic opponents for Long 
are 
already being mentioned, including Lt. 
Gov. 
Thomas F, Eagleton, who seriously considered 
Challenging Long in 1962, and former Governor 


John M. Dalton of Kennett and Jefferson City. 
Undoubtedly both men are now thinking ser­ 
iously of stepping up to oppose Long. 
Jackson County Judge Charles Curry of Kansas 
City is another possible nominee, and some have 
even complimented State Senator Earl Blackwell 
of Jefferson County by mentioning him as 
a 
possible opponent. The latter is a questionable 
opponent at best. 
Some of the state's more practical political 
observers have cynically said the public will 
forget about the Long case by the time the 
1968 election rolls around. This might have been 
the case 20 years ago, but today, voters are 
more politically minded and less prone to over­ 
look the blemishes of public figures, particular­ 
ly when they are drawing large figures for doing 
something besides their official duties. 
We don’t believe the voters will overlook the 
Long record, as it is now being written. In­ 
deed, the political future of Edward V. Long 
of Bowling Green may soon be as stale as this 
week’s Life magazine.

Most of his time of course 
must be put in at committee 
hearings, attending sessions of 
the House or Senate and keep­ 
ing in touch with his constitu­ 
ents. If you think your Senator 
or your Congressman does not 
always act intelligently, just re­ 
member that he does not have 
sufficient time to know even a 
small portion of what is going 
on in the House and Senate. 
This underlines the fact that 
our government has grown so 
complex and so vast in its extent 
that men cannot comprehend it. 
Free government is possible 
only if its functions are limited 
to a few essentials, such as are 
set forth in the Constitution of 
the United States — to provide 
for the common defense, conduct 
foreign relations, provide sound 
money including the minting of 
such coins as are necessary, 
m aintaining 
standards 
for 
weights and measurements, pre­ 
venting and punishing preda­ 
tion, and perhaps a minimum of 
public health and pure food 
measures, and the supervision 
of navigation in rivers and 
coastal waters. 
All the rest should be left to 
the states or to the people as the 
Constitution says. In a govern- 
men of limited scope and func­ 
tion, freedom is possible, for the 
people can understand it and 
control it. But when we allow 
it to expand to the present pro­ 
portions, including the regula­ 
tion of our economy, farming, 
banking, transportation, com­ 
munication, schools, social se­ 
curity, and all the many activi­ 
ties of its citizens, it becomes so 
vast that the human mind can­ 
not encompass it, and we lose 
control.

LONG’S POLITICAL FUTURE 
The political future of Missouri’s junior United 
States Senator, Edward V. Long, can only be 
described as being very much in doubt 
as a 
result of disclosures this week concerning his 
close legal and financial connections with St. 
Louis attorney Morris Shenker. 
With 
Life 
magazine accusing Bowling Green’s most famous 
citizen of attempting to influence the outcome of 
Jimmy Hoffa’s legal battle to stay out of prison, 
the real political coup de grace has been the 
disclosure that Senator Long has been receiving 
large legal fees from Shenker, a St. Louis 
attorney who seems to specialize in representing 
some of the more unsavory elements in St. 
Louis, East St. Louis and elsewhere. 
As this newspaper noted yesterday, the real 
question that Senator Long needs to answer is 
why he is receiving as much as $2,000 per 
month for legal services from the Shenker law 
firm. 
This, too, is the question that voters will be 
asking in 1968, if the Senator decides he will 
seek re-election. 
The reaction to the Long disclosures in Jef­ 
ferson City has been one of surprise and almost 
disbelief that the junior Senator would permit 
himself to get so deeply involved in feathering 
his own financial nest. As one veteran capital 
observer noted, “ I thought Ed Long was smarter 
than that.” 
The unfavorable publicity is bound to have 
an effect on Long’s political future, and perhaps 
sooner than he thinks. 
If Senator Williams 
does not succeed in harassing Long, and perhaps 
even demanding an investigation into the M is­ 
sourian’s personal affairs, then there may well 
be ambitious Democrats who will challenge 
the Senator in next year’s primary. 
The Republicans, and specifically Rep. Tom 
Curtis, will also receive great encouragement 
from the disclosures. 
Several Democratic opponents for Long 
are 
already being mentioned, including Lt. 
Gov. 
Thomas F, Eagleton, who seriously considered 
challenging Long in 1962, and former Governor 


John M. Dalton of Kennett and Jefferson City. 
Undoubtedly both men are now thinking se r­ 
iously of stepping up to oppose Long. 
Jackson County Judge Charles Curry of Kansas 
City is another possible nominee, and some have 
even complimented State Senator Earl Blackwell 
of Jefferson County by mentioning him as 
a 
possible opponent. The latter is a questionable 
opponent at best. 
Some of the state’s more practical political 
observers have cynically said the public will 
forget about the Long case by the time the 
1968 election rolls around. This might have been 
the case 20 years ago, but today, voters are 
more politically minded and less prone to over­ 
look the blemishes of public figures, particular­ 
ly when they are drawing large figures for doing 
something besides their official duties. 
We don’t believe the voters will overlook the 
Long record, as it is now being wrritten. In­ 
deed, the political future of Edward V. Long 
of Bowling Green may soon be as stale as this 
week’s Life magazine.

LONG’S POLITICAL FUTURE 
The political future of Missouri’s junior United 
States Senator, Edward V. Long, can only be 
described as being very much in doubt 
as a 
result of disclosures this week concerning his 
close legal and financial connections with St. 
Louis attorney Morris Shenker. 
With 
Life 
magazine accusing Bowling Green’s most famous 
citizen of attempting to influence the outcome of 
Jimmy Hoffa’s legal battle to stay out of prison, 
the real political coup de grace has been the 
disclosure that Senator Long has been receiving 
large legal fees from Shenker, a St. Louis 
attorney who seems to specialize in representing 
some of the more unsavory elements in St. 
Louis, East St. Louis and elsewhere, 
As this newspaper noted yesterday, the real 
question that Senator Long needs to answer is 
why he is receiving as much as $2,000 per 
month for legal services from the Shenker law 
firm. 
This, too, is the question that voters will be 
asking in 1968, if the Senator decides he will 
seek re-election. 
The reaction to the Long disclosures in Jef­ 
ferson City has been one of surprise and almost 
disbelief that the junior Senator would permit 
himself to get so deeply involved in feathering 
his own financial nest. As one veteran capital 
observer noted, “I thought Ed Long was smarter 
than that.” 
The unfavorable publicity is bound to have 
un effect on Long’s political future, and perhaps 
sooner than he thinks. 
lf Senator Williams 
docs not succeed in harassing Long, and perhaps 
even demanding an investigation into the Mis­ 
sourian’s personal affairs, then there may well 
be ambitious Democrats who will challenge 
the Senator in next year’s primary. 
The Republicans, and specifically Rep. Tom 
(. urtte, w ill also receive great encouragement 
from the disclosures. 
Several Democratic opponents for Long 
are 
already boing mentioned, including Lt. 
Gov. 
Thomas !'. Eagleton, who seriously considered 
challenging Long in 1962, and former Governor 


John M. Dalton of Kennett and Jefferson City. 
Undoubtedly both men are now thinking ser­ 
iously of stepping up to oppose Long. 
Jackson County Judge Charles Curry of Kansas 
City is another possible nominee, and some have 
even complimented State Senator Earl Blackwell 
of Jefferson County by mentioning him as 
a 
possible opponent. The latter is a questionable 
opponent at best. 
Some of the state’s more practical political 
observers have cynically said the public will 
forget about the Long case by the time the 
1968 election rolls around. This might have been 
the case 20 years ago, but today, voters are 
more politically minded and less prone to over­ 
look the blemishes of public figures, particular­ 
ly when they are drawing large figures for doing 
something besides their official duties. 
We don’t believe the voters will overlook the 
Long record, as it is now' being written. In­ 
deed, the political future of Edward V. Long 
of Bowling Green may soon be as stale as this 
week’s Life magazine.
